| MONEY REFORM ADAPTABLE 
TO ALL REICH IF RUSSIANS 
PERMIT UNITY, U.S, SAYS 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP) 


HE United States Govern- 

ment said yesterday that 

currency reform can be ap- 
plied to all of Germany if and 
when Russian opposition to uni- 
fication of the whole country 
is ended. 

A joint statement by the State 
and Army departments on the 
currency program announced 
at Frankfurt said the steps 
were “a technical, non-political 
measure” and a “pre-requisite 
to effective German participa- 
tion in the European recovery 
program.” The statement added: 

“Because of Soviet obstruc- 
tion, economic unity of Ger- 
many has never been achieved 
and the economies of western 
Germany have been largely di- 
vided. A separate currency re- 
form is a logical consequence 
of this development... . 

‘Should it prove possible at 
any time to establish economic 
unity on the basis of free move-

In the famous 1920 “smoke-filled 
room” about which the Republi-

“There is no_ discrimination 
against anyone because of religion 
or faith, and I say so emphatical- 
ly,” Revercomb asserted.

Bill’s Provisions. 

The bill is a compromise. be- 
tween Senate and House, and al- 
ready has been passed by the 
House in its final form. Under its 
terms, entry would be permitted 
to these groups beginning next 
month: 

200,000 displaced persons who 
meet eligibility rules; 2000 persons 
who fled Czechoslovakia after the 

_Communists seized the country, 
and 3000 orphans under 16 years 
of age. 

The bill sets up these eligibility 
rules: A displaced person must 
have entered the German or Aus- 
trian occupation zones before Dec. 
22, 1945; at least 40 per cent of 
the 200,000 must come from areas 
annexed by a foreign power (that 
Means eastern Poland, Latvia, 
Lithuania or Estonia), and at least 
30 per cent must be’ farmers pre- 
pared to work on United States 
farms. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, told the Senate the bill is 
discriminatory because of its limi- 
tation upon eligibility, and un- 
workable in that it will encourage 
refugees to file “fraudulent” appli- 
cations. 

Discrimination Charges. 

The charges of discrimination 
were aimed chiefly at the date of 
entry into DP camps on which 
eligibility is based. Ferguson and 
others argued that the Dec. 22, 
1945, date would tend to exclude 
large numbers of Jews who did 
not enter the camps until after 
that date. 

Discrimination complaints also 
have been based upon farmer 
provisions of the bill. Some Sen- 
ators said that few Jews are 
farmers and argued that the pro- 
vision therefore is “discrimina- 
tory.” 

The requirement that a large 
percentage come from the Baltic 
and eastern Poland has been cited 
as discriminatory to Roman Cath- 
olics. Few Catholics normally re- 
sided in those areas. 

Passes Atomic Group Bill. 

The House passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill extending for 
two years the terms of present 
members of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. It is in conflict with 
the desires of President Truman. 

The extension would run until 
June 30, 1950. Truman asked that 
Chairman David E. Lilienthal’s 
term be extended five years, with 
the other four members being 
continued, one, two, three and 
four years, respectively. 

Both Houses passed a compro- 
mise $6,767,668,163 Army Appropri- 
tion bill for the year starting July 
1. It goes to the White House. 
The total is more than $500,000,- 
000 less than President Truman 
asked for. 

The House passed by voice vote 
late yesterday a bill granting $450- 
a-year rises to 475,000 postal work- 
ers, with postal rates to be in- 
creased by $125,000,000 annually. 
The Senate still must act. 

The proposed increase in postal 
rates would not finance the post 
office wage increases in full. Just 
augmenting mailmen’s pay alone 
would add $211,000,000 yearly to the 
cost of running the post office. 

The conference committee try- 
ing to match a new Senate long- 
term farm bill with a House- 
passed 18-month extension of the 
present price support program 
abandoned efforts to reach an 
agreement. 

Before another Senate-House 
committee were differing bills 
providing money for the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the Veterans’ 
AdminfIstration and other Govern- 
ment agencies. The Senate had 
approved a $5,855,308,581 appropri- 
ation — $60,259,920 more than the 
House. 

Funds for Highways. 

The House approved and sent to 
the White House compromise leg- 
islation which would grant the 
states $450,000,000 in fiscal 1950 
and 1951 for highway projects. 
The measure was approved by the 
Senate yesterday. 

A Senate bill giving the Presi- 
dent authority to order arming of 
United States merchant vessels in 
time of war or a national emer- 
gency also passed the House and 
went to the White House. 

States operating approved aid- 
to-the-blind programs would be 
permitted to liberalize their re- 
quirements under legislation 
adopted by the Senate and sent 
to the President. 

The House passed and sent to 
the Senate a bill creating a fed- 
eral air parcel-post service, over 
protests of Representative Ken- 
nedy (Dem.), Massachusetts. He 
contended that the bill would 
favor the big airlines and de- 
prive the smaller non-scheduled 
Mmes of any benefits.

Permit me to quote from an authori- 
tative Mexican cook book by Edna Fer- 
gusson: 

“The only. way to be sure of making 
tortillas correctly is to have a line of 
Indian ancestry running back some 500 
years.” 

She was not kidding. Making tortillas 
is-one. of the most difficult feats in all 
cookery. 

Enchiladas are about as tasty a dish 

as. one ever whomped up on a Sunday 
night, but let me give you a tip. Tor- 
tiHas in cans are just as good as any, 
for they can perfectly. 
' {f you want an easier way to make a 
goed American version of the enchilada 
dish, just get yourself some chili with 
no beans. Make one: batch thick and 
the other thin. Dip your tortilla in hot 
grease momentarily to soften it. Dab 
on your thick chili and some chopped 
onions and roll it up. Sprinkle with 
grated cheese and put in a hot oven 
until the cheese melts. Put two or three 
on a. bed of shredded lettuce and pour 
a littie of the thin chili over them. 

This may not be Mexican, but then 
they tell me that tourists to Mexico are 
always glad to get back to Texas where 
the Mexican food tastes right.

A Contemptible Business 


The cauntry owes a vote of thanks to Sena- 
tor Brewster of Maine and Senator Ives of New 
York for breaking the two-man filibuster against 
selective service legislation. 

Senator Taylor of Idaho, Henry Wallace’s third- 
party running mate, had held the floor 17 hours, 
with the assistance of Senator Langer of North 
Dakota. Together they had blocked action not 
only on the draft but on many other important 
bills. These two men cared not how futile they 
‘made representative government so long as they 
held off a Senate vote on this vital national sc- 


. curity measure. 


Only Senator Brewster’s alertness and Senator 
Ives’ firmness saved the situation. As part of his 
consumption of time, Senator Taylor launched 
into the reading of a batch of telegrams. . One 
telegram said that there was only one honest 
member of Congress. : 

The Maine Senator, as acting majority leader, 
was quick to see a violation of Senate rules 
which forbid one Senator from saying anything 
which ascribes improper conduct to another Sen- 
ator. | 

Senator Ives, in the chair, upheld Senator 
Brewster and directed the filibusterer to take 
his seat. Senator Taylor protested, tried to make 
a point of order to hold the floor, but was firm- 
ly ruled down. 

With the filibuster broken, the Senate then 
put through a compromise bill which had come 
back to it from the House, where many restric- 
tive amendments had been voted. 

By this narrow margin was the nation spared 
a humiliation when the eyes of the world are 
watching us closely. It is bad enough to have 
the draft loaded with delaying amendments—-a 
fact which the Kremlin and the rest of Europe 
will be sure to notice. It would have been in- 
tolerable for two Senators to use the draft. bill 
to produce a complete breakdown of the legisla- 
tive process. 

Had the Taylor-Langer filibuster been suc- 
cessful it would have been the worst piece of 
obstruction in the Senate since March 1917, when 
11 Senators joined to prevent the passage of a 
bill to arm merchant ships against German sub- 
marines. Those members blocked a defense 
measure which had been passed by the House 
with the overwhelming majority of 403 to 13. 

That act caused Woodrow Wilson to make his 
historic statement: “‘A little group. of willful men, 
representing no opinion but their own, have ren- 
dered the great Government of the United States 
helpless and contemptible.” 

There is every reason to respect the opinions 
of those who oppose the draft, but there can be 
no defense of the tactic of the filibusterer who 
knows the bill will pass and resorts to the talk- 
ing fest merely to stall off action. 

The Senate should have learned a lesson from 
this prestige-damaging experience. It should 
adopt a ruie which protects the right of discus- 
sion and debate and yet at the same time makes 
it impossible for two men, such as Taylor and 
Langer, to bring Congress to a dead stop. 

The solution lies in a revised procedure which 
limits debate when the vote of the majority so 
orders. The two-thirds vote now required gives 
too much advantage to the self-serving windbags. 
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Diplomacy in a Police Station 


Twenty orders of pork sausage, mashed pota- 
toes and peas have improved the good relations 
between Mexico and the United States. Wash- 
ington does not know anything about this bit of 
good will diplomacy because the dinners were 
served in the Lynch street police station, but it 
was nonetheless effective. 

It all began when one of a group of 20 Mexi- 
can transient laborers, en route to a canning 
plant in Elkhorn, Wis., fell from a bus here and 
had to be taken to City Hospital. The police 
thought it necessary to hold the bus driver for a 
while, so they became hosts to the whole party. 
When the dinner hour came, they sent to a 
nearby restaurant for the food. The meal turned 
into quite a festive occasion with the Mexicans 
making after-dinner speeches in praise of the 
policemen’s consideration and hospitality. 

And the praise was deserved. All too often 
such transient workers, important as they are to 
some industries, are treated as though they were 
sub-human. Indeed, not so long ago there were 
reports that the Mexican Government was about 
to refuse its citizens permission to accept em- 
ployment in two Southern states because of the 
bad treatment of such transients there. 

The men of the Lynch street station probably 
did not think of themselves as diplomats. They 
just did the decent, friendly thing. To them, a 
bow. 
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A Quiet Death for Mundt-Nixon 


If further persuasion were needed for the 
Senate to kill the Mundt-Nixon bill, it should 
be supplied by Attorney General Clark’s advice 
that the measure is harmful. Such a law, he 
said, would drive Communists underground and 
“materially increase the Justice Department’s 
problem of law enforcement.” Besides, he said, 
it is of doubtful constitutionality. 

Even if the measure would aid in enforcing 
the law, there would still be a very serious 
question whether it should be adopted. The 
curbs it would impose on freedom of speech and 
freedom of conscience could be tolerated only 
if it were shown that there were no other 
feasible means of safeguarding the country. 

Since in the opinion of Attorney General 


Clark and of J. Edgar Hoover, the measure - 


would actually make it more difficult to protect 
against the danger of Communism, there is no 
case for its adoption whatever. It should die a 
quiet death in the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
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A Democratic Senate? 

It may not be the most probable thing in the 
world, but it could happen. The Republicans 
could win the presidency in November and lose 
the Senate. The possibility is real enough, says 
the United States News, to give the G.O.P. gen- 
uine concern. : 

The Republicans now control the Senate by a 
narrow margin. They have 51 of the 96 seats. 
The Democrats have 45. Of the total, 33 will 
be at stake in the elections. Of these, 18 are 
Republican and 15 Democratic. A shift of four 
would put the Democrats back in control. 

Since 11 of the Democratic seats are in the 
Solid South the party is not too pessimistic about 
prospects. The Republicans, on the other hand, 
feel that five of their seats may be in~-serious 
danger. They are those occupied by Brooks of 
Illinois, Cooper of Kentucky, Revercomb of West 
Virginia, Moore of Oklahoma and Robertson of 
Wyoming. (Moore is not a candidate for re-elec- 
tion.) Each of thése men was elected by a nar- 
row margin, and in each case there is a fairly 
stiff fight ahead. oe 

Under the circumstances, the affected Repub- 
licans are hoping for a presidential candidate 
who can win by a landslide. They feel they need 


all the help they can get from the top of the 
ticket. It would be extraordinary if a President 
were to be elected without the support of both 
houses of Congress. But under the American 
electoral system, it could happen. 
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A Sensible Farm Price Program 

It will be a grave misfortune if the statesman- 
like Senate agriculture bill has to give way in 
the last-minute rush for adjournment to the 
stopgap measure passed by the House, 

During the war years the farm price support 
policy was directed toward expanding agri- 
cultural production. But we are fast approach- 
ing a time of surpluses in many basic crops. 
Farm legislation needs to be changed to adjust 
farm production to shifting needs and demands. 
To bring this about President Truman has urged 
the substitution of flexible price supports for the 
present rigid ones, and the Senate has adopted 
such a measure with only three dissenting votes. 

The House, on the other hand, contends for 
re-enactment of the present price program. This 
is designed to guarantee the farmer a net in- 
come, in terms of purchasing power, at least 90 
per cent of that prevailing in a base period from 
1910 to 1914. This is the thing known as “parity.” 

Instead of the general 90 per cent, the Senate 
bill looks toward price guarantees ranging from 
60 to 90 per cent of parity. The percentage 
would vary for different crops according to the 
volume of production. For normal production, 
75 per cent of parity would be guaranteed. In 
years of over-production, when the supply rose 
to 130 per cent of normal, parity would fall to 
60 per cent. But if production sank 30 per cent 
below normal, parity for that crop would rise to 
90 per cent to stimulate larger plantings. Be- 
sides fitting price supports to consumer needs, 
the Senate bill has the general effect of lower- 
ing price guarantees to correspond to changing 
costs of production. 

If Congress refuses to change the present sys- 
tem, it will merely delay necessary shifts in 
production to a time when they will be more 
painful. Farmers who have seen their net in- 
come rise from less than five billion dollars in 
the ’20s to about 30 billion dollars last year 
should not oppose changes which are plainly in 
the public interest. 
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Edmund Duffy Retires 


Many of our readers doubtless have noticed 
that on days when the Fitzpatrick cartoon is 
absent from this page we have frequently re- 
printed a cartoon by Edmund Duffy.

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Warning: Lobbyist at Work 

A good sample of the real estate lobby’s meth- 
ods is provided in C. C. Lang’s letter on this 
page. He insinuates that (1) people with high 
incomes are living in public housing in St. Louis 
and (2) doing it “at the expense. of other citi- 
zens.”. Here is the truth: 

St. Louis Housing Authority does rent to 
some people whose incomes would normally 
make them ineligible. It was required to do so 
during the war. Some of these people are still 
tenants because Congress forbids their eviction 
until suitable private housing is available. The 
law which. stays the evictions bears Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s name—a fact that puts a queer light 
on Lang’s quoted complaint by McCarthy. 

We don’t know about the incomes Lang cites 
from Detroit, but no public housing tenant here 
has an income near his figures. The average 
income among the remaining “ineligible” fami- 
lies in Carr Square Village and Clinton-Peabody 
Terrace is $2562.57. A number of these families 
include several children. Today’s private hous- 
ing market obviously has nothing decent for 
$2500-a-year people. 

Finally, these war-worker holdovers are not 
living “at the expense of other citizens.” They 
are paying higher rents than those paid by the 
regular low-income tenants. As a result, St. 
Louis Housing Authority has been able up to 
now to operate without federal contributions. 
Furthermore, it is paying the city more money 
than the city used to get in taxes from the areas 
which it occupies. Thus, public housing has not 
only provided this city with housing for 1315 
families, which would not otherwise have been 
built. With the rents from the war-workers, it 
has also paid its way so far and paid the city 
a profit. 

Lang’s letter is typical of the whole effort to 
smear public housing. The real estate lobby 
would have been whipped long ago if it had 
fought clean and in the open. It will be whipped 
yet. 
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The New York City Council has banished pin- 
balls. And oh, if someone could only do as 
much about pinheads! 
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Misadventure in Cheese-Paring 

Committees from both houses of Congress 
have now passed verdicts of guilty on the State 
Department and N.B.C., which we hope will 
quiet the tempest over those foolish Latin- 
American broadcasts for good and all. In fair- 
ness to these condemned agencies, the record 
should not close without recalling that Congress 
itself was basically at fault. In the words of 
Radio Critic John Crosby, it gave the Voice of 
America “enough money to continue the broad- 
casts and not nearly enough to insure good 
broadcasts. or even adequate ‘supervision.” It 
held the purse strings so tight that the State 
Department radio can put only three men on 
the political conventions and will have to crowd 
this big story into a news program that can af- 
ford only one hour and a half a day on the air. 


Better than an open plea of guilty from Con- 


' gress, however, it belatedly admitted the fault 


by appropriating about $5,000,000 more for the 
year beginning July 1. It does not seem un- 
reasonable to hope that members of the next 
Congress have learned enough from this whole 
misadventure in cheese-paring to avoid repeat- 
ing it.

Organized doctors offered “bribes” for cartoons against universal 
health insurance, 2 union magazine says; charges the profession 
of with consistently false propaganda; says “it pre-empts for itself 
the right to say who shall be cured and who shall remain sick.”

An attempt to bribe newspaper cartoon- 
ists for propaganda against public health 
legislation has been pinned on the Na- 
tional Physicians’ Committee for the Exten- 
sion of Medical Service—the extension of 
medical service for a profit, that is. 


This is the organization which recently 


offered several thousand dollars in prizes. 


for cartoonists attacking the Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell bill to improve the public 
health. 


The cartoons, how- 
ever, had not only to 
be drawn, they had 
to be published. In 
this way the com- 
mittee hoped that 
cartoonists would 
submit. drawings to 
their newspapers at- 
tacking the Wagner- 
Murray - Dingell bill. 
The committee was 
not interested in car- 
toons unless they Frank E. Gannett 
were printed in a newspaper or magazine 
of wide circulation. 


The reaction to the proposal was not 
flattering. Several cartoonists of whole- 
some reputation immediately drew cartoons 
attacking the National Physicians’ Com- 
mittee instead of the Wagner-Murray-Din- 
gell bill. They resented the idea of the 
committee that they could be bribed. 


This physicians’ committee is a branch 
of the notorious National Committee to 
Uphold Constitutional Government, spon- 


sored by Frank E. Gannett, the newspaper 
publisher. 


The bribery episode illustrates the 
lengths to which “ethical” doctors will go 
to protect their profits. In fact, the violent 
hostility of the entire medical profession, 
including the American Medical Associa- 
tion, to the Wagner-Murray-Dingell _ bil! 
shows a complete lack of the ethics of 
which doctors boast. 


Individually and collectively the doctors 
have attacked this and other measures to 
improve the national health as “socialized 
medicine.” The Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
bill is not socialized medicine. The medical 
profession knows that it is not. But by 
propaganda and bribery they continue to 
falsely diagnose it as such. 


The organized medical profession appar- 
ently considers itself the sole guardian of 
the public health. It pre-empts for itself 
the right to say who shall be cured and 
who shall remain sick. It challenges the 
right of the Government to establish medi- 
cal attention for those who could not other- 
wise have it. : 

Doctors certainly know that disease in 
any community is a threat to the entire 
population. Doctors have been unable or 
unwilling to cure the diseases that afflict 
millions of people who cannot pay for treat- 
ment. 

Has the Government no right to step in 
where the medical profession has failed? 
Must people suffer and die because they 
have no family doctor and.no money for 
medical treatment? 


St. Louis Offers an Example 
From the Illinois State Register, Springfield 


Progressive St. Louis has come to grips 
with its slum and housing problems. 


The Mayor’s Anti-Slum Commission of 
that city has submitted a plan for razing 
the buildings on the 54-block blighted slum 
area between Grand boulevard and Olive, 
Market and Fourteenth streets. The project 
calls for vacating the land for apartments, 
hotels, a superhighway and underground 
parking facilities for Union Station and 
Kiel Auditorium. 


This is no mere blueprint of wishful 
thinking. It is a definite plan and one the 
city of St. Louis is working hard to exe- 
cute. A $16,000,000 bond issue to help fi- 
nance it is recommended for submission to 
voters at the general election next Novem- 
ber, 

In presenting the project the commission 
is not overlooking displacements. _ They are 
hoping for Government aid in housing, but 
they propose that “if outside assistance is 
not provided the city proceed on its own.” 


Announcement of the commission’s bold, 
forward-looking plan for city improvement 
sets the pace for other cities, and gives a 
powerful impetus to the growing demand 
for action in solving the housing crisis. 
St. Louis’ firm—almost grim—determina- 


tion to solve its slum and housing prob-- 


lems should rally the support of other com- 
munities throughout the nation. | 

The powerful St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
which has given the project its support, 
said in a recent editorial, “Every large city 


in America faces the same problem as St. 
Louis, so far as slum dwellers are con- 
cerned. Selfish private interests cannot 
stand in the way of a pressing national in- 
terest.” 

Springfield could well profit from the 
example of St. Louis. Almost everyone rec- 
ognizes the need. They concede the de- 
sirability. Such a project, they say, “would 
be a fine thing, but...” 

People of St. Louis are approving their 
project without any damning qualifica- 
tion. They can get it, too, if they work 
instead of argue.

English Life With Father 


BULLIVANT AND THE LAMBS, by. Ivy Compton-

If you liked “Brideshead Revisited” or 
“High Wind in Jamaica,” you will prob- 
ably like “Bullivant and the Lambs,” which 


falls: just short of rating the exalted com- - 


pany. of those twentieth century British 
classics. 

You must hand it to the English. At 
their best they make most American novel- 
ists except James Branch Cabell and Henry 
James seem naive, rowdy and immature. 

It takes a very old, very polished and 
perhaps a trifle decadent society to opro- 
duce the substance of high social satire and 
the milieu in which it can flourish. It also 
presupposes a reading public which needs 
no explanation for literary allusions, enjoys 
wickedly-adept self-criticism, and cynically 
admits its own failings. 

England may be on the way out as a 
seat of world power and empire. But such 
are the advantages of the cultural lag (in 
reverse) that as in the case of Greece and 
Rome her intellectual impact will long out- 
live her economic collapse. 

Enjoying a chill and foggy climate, atroc- 
ious food and bad manners, together. with 
a ludicrous caste system and oppressive 


‘taxes, England and the English are almost 


too ripe a subject for malicious wit. But 

the more comfortably ensconced American 

can scarély fail to admire authors who 

ask no quarter under these circumstances. 
* *« * 

Miss. Compton-Burnett etches in acid a 
miserable and perhaps typical upper-class 
English family. Horace Lamb, father and 
sly tyrant of the family, controls his wife 
Charlotte’s money, plays the penurious 
martinet toward his five children, and of 
course does no work of any kind in the 
great tradition of English “gentlemen.” 
He tolerates his cousin Mortimer, also 
sponging on Charlotte’s money, until he 
learns by accident that the two are in love. 
Thereafter he seeks to banish him to a 
little house on the estate and a small 
allowance. 

Realizing that he has lost the love of his 
children, and aware that in the case of a 


showdown and a settlement he might lose . 


his effortless livelihood, Horace Lamb at- 


tempts to win the affection of his offspring: - 


away from their mother. 

In a series of episodes as brilliantly and 
viciously false as any in Horace Langb’s in- 
curably dishonest and selfish life, he seems 
to be succeeding. 

Three attempts on Lamb’s life tend in- 
terest to the closing chapters of the book 
with the reader hoping every one of them 
will succeed. 

Meanwhile we have been introduced to 
several other important and fully realized 
characters. First Bullivant, the incom- 
parable butler who is perhaps the most 
interesting of his breed since “The Ad- 
mirable Crichton.” Next the tutor and his 
impossible family. And finally the children 


themselves, who are the best drawn of any — 


such tribe since Richard Hughes tore the 
veil from childhood in “The High Wind in 
Jamaica.” 

As in all English novels of this kind, de- 
spite the pinch-penny attitude of the father 
the house is swarming with servants all 
living in a snobbish hierarchy ruled over by 
the butler.

“So thorough has been this de- 
cline of civilization that we are 
at present in the midst of a fatal 
crisis—a crisis that is world-wide 
and which is seriously affecting, 
not only individuals, but institu- 
tions as well.”

C. Ss. R., described the growth of 
Villa Redeemer at Glenview, IIL, 
as a retreat house. Father Forbes 
is rector at Villa Redeemer.

Cash and Checks Were 
Locked in Safe in Jack- 
son County Courthouse, 
He Reports. 


KANSAS CITY, June 19 (AP)— 
Sheriff J. A. Purdome disclosed 
yesterday that $14,661.50 had been 
stolen from a safe in his office 
on the third floor of the Jackson 
county courthouse. 

The theft was discovered 
Wednesday “morning, Purdome 
said, but was not disclosed until 


an investigation got, well under 
way. City police, the county 
prosecutor and the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation are helping 
in the inquiry which is continuing. 

The loot, $9661.50 in cash and 
$5000 in certified checks, was col- 
lected Monday and Tuesday in 
sales of 122 tax delinquent prop- 
erties. 

Purdome said the money was 
take. from a metal box in a ddu- 
ble-door safe. 

“The safe and metal box both 
were locked at the time the theft 
was discovered,” he said. 


Three deputies knew the combi- 
nation to the safe, and two of the 
three had keys to the ‘box, Pur- 
dome said. He said the three had 
been questioned. 


“Whatever our investigation re- 
veals, there will be no loss to the 
public,” the sheriff said. “Em- 
ployes of the office are bonded 
and we also have insurance cover- 
ing burglary, larceny and myste- 
rious disappearance of money.” 

He has stopped payment on the 
checks. The FBI was called into 
the case because one of the checks 
involved a purchaser who lives in 
California. 


It was the second theft at the 
courthouse in the last 14 months. 
Thieves blasted open a steel vault 
May 27, 1947, and stole evidence 
on which 81 vote fraud indict- 
ments were returned by a county 
grand jury. That case has not 
been solved.

At Dewey headquarters Cam- 
paign Manager Herbert Brownell 
claimed that “we added substan- 
tially to our reserve strength of 
votes” in huddles yesterday and 
last night. 

Brownell said these are votes 
“that will come to us after the | 
first ballot.” He declined to tell 
a press conference from what 
states they will be drawn. 

Brownell announced that Gov. 
and Mrs. Dewey will arrive here 
tomorrow noon by automobile 
from New York City. 

Writing off the Vandenberg 
boom, the Dewey and Taft camps 
fired their heaviest artillery in a 
battle to which both tried to rele- 
gate Stassen to the-role of a by- 
stander. 


Chipping Away. 

Despite public claims to the con- 
trary, it was plain to most of the 
Politicians here that neither had 
lined up anything like the 548 
votes needed for the nomination. .

The filibuster had blocked the 
official appointment of Senate 
members of a House-Senate con- 
ference committee to iron out dif- 
ferences on the draft. 

Actually, however, the conferees 
already had met unofficially and 
were ready with a compromise 
agreement as soon as the fili- 
buster ended. 

“Foreign Legion” Out. 

The Senate’s “foreign legion” 
provision that would have allowed 
25,000 aliens te enlist in the Army 
was knocked out of the bill. The 
compromise provides that all men 
18-through-25 must register, but 
only those 19-through-25 would be 
subject to the draft. 

Conscientious objectors opposing 
all military service would be de- 
ferred rather than placed in con- 
scientious objector camps., 

The compromise lowered the in- 
telligence score to 70 for entrance 
into the armed services, and it 
omitted provisions for drafting 
doctors or dentists, 

The bill permits 161,000 youths 
18 years old to enlist for one year 
and thus escape a future draft. 

Army officials have estimated 
that they will need 225,000 men 
the first year. After that, it de- 
pends on enlistments. Manpower 
experts have estimated the regis- 
tration would yield a total of 600,- 
000 eligible men.

T seems a pity that the long- 
| snoremen's union should decide 

to show its patriotism and dis- 
like of Communism by refusing to 
load a Yugoslav ship, It is per- 
fectly obvious that as long as we 
are not at war with Yugoslavia 
this ship has a right to dock here, 
to land its cargo and take on @ 
cargo and continue on its way. 

We may not like the govern- 
ment of Yugoslavia, but we are a 
democratic country which believes 
that people in other parts of the 
world have a right to choose their 
own form of government and live 
under it as long as they desire to 
do so. 

We have a right to say that as 
long as Yugoslavia is a Commu- 
nist country we prefer not to 
receive Communists from Yugo- 
slavia as settlers in our country. 
But I doubt very greatly whether 
we really should exercise the right 
to refuse to let Communist citi- 
zens visit this So 

There is a difference between 
accepting permanent settlers who 
are to become citizens of your 
country and accepting visitors. 
By allowing people who are Com- 
munists to visit us~we can hope 
to show them what the United 
States is like and why we think 
we have certain advantages over 
Communism in our democratic 
form of government and our dem- 
ocratic way of life. 

When, however, one of our 
unions refuses to load a ship be- 
longing to the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment—because they do not like 
the photographs they find on 
board—that is really an interfer- 
ence with the right of another 


nation. We would object very 
strongly if the tables were re- 
versed and it was our ship in a 
port of Yugoslavia that was treat- 
ed in similar fashion and for the 
reason that we are a capitalist 
country. 

The Yugoslavs suffered during 
the war and fought the Germans 
valiantly at a time when we were 
most grateful for all the delay 
that could be brought about in 
the German advance on any front. 
In return, this country, through 
UNRRA and private organiza- 
tions, has shipped food and cloth- 
ing and medical supplies of many 
kinds to Yugoslavia. At the pres- 
ent time some of these supplies, 
along with the rest of the ship’s 
cargo, are on a Brooklyn pier, 
waiting to be put on board. It 
seems to me this action is a 
rather foolish gesture on the part 
of the three locals of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Union, 
who are involved in this dispute. 

The union officials urged the 
men to load the ship, but they 
were booed down by the rank and 
file. Sometimes I think that the 
rank and file is a pretty irre- 
sponsible group of men.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


HE. most. difficult part of 
T building a back yard trash 

burner is to locate it so that 
the prevailing winds will not carry 
the aroma of the burning trash 
either into the living room or 
“ront porch of your friendly next 
door neighbor. 

After this little detail has been 
worked out you can go ahead with 
building the burner. We are going 
to build this particular one out of 
concrete blocks set on a concrete 
base because it happens to be 
sort of easy. 

The first thing we need is a 
base and this is made with one 
part Portland-cement, two and 
one-half parts sand, and three 
parts gravel. We'll make this 
about six inches deep so you will 
have to dig out this much earth— 
six inches. Put in the wood forms 


and pour the base tamping the. 


concrete so that it is well packed. 
Give the base about 48 hours to 
set before you remove the wood 
forms. 
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Now you go ahead building up 
the walls of the burner with the 


concrete’ blocks. These are fast- 
ened together with a one-half-inch 
thick mortar joint and the mor- 
tar is made with one part cement, 
one part lime and six parts sand. 
Use half block to make two open- 
ings at each end at the bottom 
so there will be a nice draft to 


keep the trash burning. Be sure- 


that all mortar joints are packed 
tight and give the job about two 
weeks or so before you light a 
fire in it.

UTRITIVE value charts which 

are published by groups of 

experiment station specialists 
and university home economics 
departments are prepared by well- 
trained people who are experi- 
enced in the best of laboratory 
technique. These charts are accu- 
rate and we can use them to 
check the amounts of Vitamin C 
in our diets, But to be sure of 
the answers we get, we must 
make careful comparisons of our 
own feed and our methods of 
cooking and serving to those used 
by the people who made the 
charts. 

To illystrate this point clearly, 
let’s take the study made by a 
group of Southwest experiment 
station workers on the retention 
of Vitamin C in cooked cabbage. 
The determinations or analyses 
were completed the same day 
thé cabbage was harvested, If 
these analyses had been made on 
cabbage heads that had stood in 
a grocer’s bin for a week after 
cutting, the Vitamin C content 
undoubtedly would have been 
much lower. This group of work- 
ers found that a serving of raw 
cabbage (as in slaw) contained 
about one-half of the recom- 
mended daily adult allowance of 
Vitamin C. When the cabbage 
was cooked, it was found to con- 
tain less Vitamin C, the amount 
depending on the method for 
cooking. Two favorite ways of 
cooking were used, the boiled and 
the panned or fried. The boiled 
has a more brilliant color than 
the panned, and for this reason 
many prefer it. 

But boiling involves the prob- 
lem of what to do with the left- 
over liquid which contains same 
Vitamin C. When the cabbage 
was boiled until “just done” and 
was served without the liquor, 
a serving supplied only one-sixth 
of the needed Vitamin C, while 
the panned supplied one-third of 
the need. There is little or no 
liquor left on panned cabbage at 
the end of the cooking, and if 
any is left, it is served with the 
cabbage. 

Braised or Fried Cabbage. 

Two large onions (sliced), one- 
fourth cup shortening or bacon 
drippings, one-half head of two- 
pound cabbage (cut in sixths), 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon sugar, two tablespoons 
water, one-third cup dry bread 
crumbs, two tablespoons melted 
butter. | 

Brown onion slices lightly in 
shortening. Push to one side of 
pan, then add the cabbage. Cook 
over low heat until cabbage is 
delicately browned. Turn carefully 
to preserve shape. Sprinkle both 
sides with salt and sugar during 
browning process. Add water, 
cover and simmer seven to 10 
minutes, turning once. Now toss 
onions sover cabbage, then mix 
crumbs and butter together and 
springle over vegetables. Serve 
immediately. Four servings. 

Cole Slaw With Cottage Cheese 
Dressing. 

Two cups shredded green cab- 
bage, one-fourth medium green 
pepper (shredded), one tablespoon 
shredded onion, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon sugar, dash black 
pepper, one-fourth cup salad dress- 
ing, one-half cup creamy cottage 
cheese, two medium tomatoes, 
parsley. 

Have all ingredients chilled. 
Toss together the first six ingredi- 
ents in a mixing bowl. Stir salad 
dressing into cottage cheese. Pour 
over vegetables and toss just 
enough to blend. Heap lightly in 
serving dish. Garnish with toma- 


toes, each cut in four crosswise.

West opened his fourth-highest 
diamond. South won, laid down 
the ace and king of trumps, and 
when the non-break came to light, 
promptly ruffled his one remain- 
ing diamond. Now he started to 
run the club suit, obviously ex- 
pecting to discard a heart on the 
fifth club—but West had a diff- 
erent idea! He waited until the 
fourth round of clubs to ruff in, 
then returned the spade’ jack, 
smothering dummy’s one remain- 
ing trump, the ten-spot. This left 
South high and dry in his own 
hand, with no way of returning 
to dummy to cash the fifth club, 
and therefore with no means of 
salvaging the heart loser. 

It was South’s premature ruff 
of his losing diamond that was 
responsible for this sorry result. 
There was no conceivable reason 
for making that play at an early 
stage—South could hardly lose a 
diamond while even one trump re- 
mained in dummy. The correct 
line was to cash all three high 
trumps, then to run the clubs. 
If West chose to ruff in at any 
point, he could not prevent de- 
clarer from ruffing his own losing 
diamond and discarding a heart 
on dummy’s fifth club; if West re- 
fused to use his high trump to 
ruff a club, declarer would discard 
his heart anyway, then lead a 
heart to his own hand. Even if 
West had discarded hearts and 
could ruff this trick, it would be 
his only trick, because South 
would still be able to ruff the 
diamond in dummy.
